Testing Program 

Recently, UTMB pailicipatcd in 
Die National College Sophomore 
Testing Program TEie test was 
given to approximately Jon UT¬ 
MB soptiomores with a minimum 
of absences TEiose in charge of 
'administering tEie test were very 
'complimentary concerning the co¬ 
operation given by all soptioinores. 

These tests will Ex* madune 
'scored by Profess-»r William (Yle- 
man. Director of tin* State Test¬ 
ing Program and a member of 
University of Tennessee Psvrhol- 
ogv Staff. The scores are later 
! sent to the Co-operative Test Di- 
! vision of Educational Testing 
1 Service at Princeton. New Jersey 
| There they will Ex* studied and 
compared with records made Eiy 
sophomores from more tEian 150 
other colleges. After the tests are 
returned here, the Educational 
Testing Service will make avail¬ 
able to UTMB a comparative stu¬ 
dy of the records of participating 
institutions and the records of 
each individual student. 

Mr. Horace B Smith, who was 
in charge of the testing program, 
explained tie* purpose of the test. 
"The results of these tests can Ex* 
of aid to ExitEi the institution and 
Die individual students. When the 
institutional averages have been 
: computed and listed alongside the 
average made by students of Die 
other colleges participating in this 
program, it may be found that 
UTMB students rank high in cer¬ 
tain phases of Die tests, but low 
in others. The institution can 
! then study its program to see 
! whether it has been neglecting 
certain areas, and if so. efforts 
can be made to strengthen such 
at eas. 

"The information revealed by 
these will he added to information 
gathered fiom various other 
sources to give tEie institution a 
better picture of itself 

"As for the individual student 
a profile or chart of the scores 
that he makes on the various 
phases of the test will be made 
This profile will show him how 
he ranks along with othei stu¬ 
dents of Eiis region (tEie South i in 
Die curriculum in which he is stu¬ 
dying With this profile before him 
the student, under tEie guidance of 
his department head or some oth¬ 
er faculty member, can discover 
where he is above the average and 
where he is Ex-low the average. By 
having this information, tie ma\ 
if lie is willing to put foith the 
effort strengthen himself where 
lie is weakest."
